15. (Currently Amended) An operation method of an authentication and payment 
system including a wireless terminal apparatus , a service providing server device , an 
authentication and payment server d e vic e, and a an information network connecting the 
wireless terminal apparatus , the service providing server d e vic e, and the authentication and 
payment server d e vic e, comprising: 

receiving! by a network transceiver of the wireless terminal apparatus from a network 
transceiver of the authentication and payment server, d e vic e a certificate of service including 
a content of a reference amount; 

issuin g, from the network transceiver unit of the wireless terminal apparatus, a request 
for use of a service attached with the certificate of service for th e t e rminal to the service 
providing server d e vic e; 

receivin g, at the network transceiver of [[by]] the service providing server, d e vic e the 
request for use of a service from the wireless terminal apparatus through the information 
network; 

comparin g, at the service providing server, the reference amount in the certificate of 
service with an amount of payment to determine wh e th e r that the amount of payment is less 
than or equal to larg e r than the reference amount; 

g e n e rating by th e s e rvic e providing device, in a case the amount of payment is larger 
than th e r e f e r e nc e amount, an auth e ntication and paym e nt m e ssag e , s e nding the 
auth e ntication and paym e nt m e ssag e to th e auth e ntication and paym e nt d e vic e , and if th e 
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paym e nt proc e ssing is successful, then e x e cuting to provide th e r e qu e st e d s e rvic e to the 
t e rminal; and 

providing^ by the service providing server, d e vic e , in a cas e th e amount of paym e nt is 
e qual to or small e r than th e r e ference amount, the requested service to the wireless terminal 
apparatus before the service providing server d e vic e generates an authentication and payment 
message that is sent to the authentication and payment server based on the determination that 
the amount of payment is less than or equal to the reference amount deviee.

19. (Currently Amended): An authentication and payment system including a 
terminal, a service providing device, an authentication and payment device, and an 
information network connecting the terminal, the service providing device, and the 
authentication and payment device, comprising: 

the terminal programmed configur e d to receive from the authentication and payment 
device a certificate of service including a content of a reference amount, issue a request for 
use of a service attached with the certificate of service to the service providing device; 

the service providing device programmed configured to receive the request for use of 
a service from the terminal through the information network, compare the reference amount 
in the certificate of service with an amount of payment to determine wh e th e r that the amount 
of payment is less than or equal to larg e r than the reference amount, and , in a case th e amount 
of paym e nt is larg e r than th e r e f e r e nce amount, th e n g e n e rate and s e nd an auth e ntication and 
paym e nt m e ssag e to th e auth e ntication and payment device, and if th e paym e nt proc e ssing is 
succ e ssful, th e n to provid e th e r e qu e st e d s e rvic e to th e t e rminal, and in a cas e th e amount of 
paym e nt is e qual to or small e r than th e r e f e r e nc e amount, th e n provide the requested service 
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to the terminal before generating and sending an authentication and payment message to the 
authentication and payment device based on the determination that the amount of payment is 
less than or equal to the reference amount . 
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
